FOR  THE 

GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  DISPENSARY 


RULE  I. 

That  this  Establishment  be  known  and  distin- 
guished  by  the  name  of  The  Public  Dispensary 
of  Bradford  ;  and  that  the  government  thereof 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  Trustees,  to  be  qualified 
as  hereafter  mentioned. 

2.  That  the  Officers  of  this  Charity  consist  of 
a  Patron,  President,  Vice-Presidents,  a  Treasurer, 
three  Physicians,  three  Surgeons,  an  Honorary  Se¬ 
cretary,  a  House  Apothecary,  and  a  Committee  of 
twelve  Trustees. 

3.  That  all  Benefactors  who  have  given,  or  may 
hereafter  give,  fifteen  Guineas  or  upwards,  at  one 
time,  be  Trustees  during  life. 

4.  That  every  Subscriber  of  one  Guinea  or  up¬ 
wards,  annually,  be  a  Trustee  during  payment. 

5.  That  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor  for  the  time 
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being  of  any  Township,  or  the  President  of  any 
Society,  subscribing  two  Guineas  annually,  be  a 
Trustee  during  the  continuance  of  such  subscrip¬ 
tion,  but  possessing  only  the  privilege  of  a  Subscri¬ 
ber  of  one  Guinea,  and  so  on  for  every  two  Guineas 
subscribed, 

6.  That  all  Donations,  or  Legacies,  of  Ten 
Pounds,  or  upwards,  be  vested  in  the  English 
Funds,  or  on  such  other  security  as  the  Committee 
may  deem  advisable,  in  the  names  of  the  Treasurer 
and  two  of  the  Vice-Presidents  of  this  Institution 
for  the  time  being,  and  that  the  dividends,  or  pro¬ 
ceeds,  be  appropriated  to  the  ordinary  expences  of 
the  year ;  but  that  no  part  of  the  principal  so  in¬ 
vested  shall  be  drawn  thence  without  the  approba¬ 
tion  of  two-thirds  of  a  Public  Meeting  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees,  and  then  only  for  the  erection  of  a  Building, 
or  for  the  furnishing  and  necessary  repairs  of  the 
present. 

7.  That  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  be 
held  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,  and  at 
other  times  on  special  occasions,  subject  to  regula¬ 
tions  hereafter  noticed. 

8.  That  the  power  of  making  and  repealing  laws, 
and  of  electing  or  removing  officers,  be  vested  in 
the  General  Meetings  only. 

9.  That  at  the  General  Annual  Meeting,  the 
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President,  Vice-Presidents,  Committee,  and  Trea¬ 
surer,  be  chosen. 

10.  That  the  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Pa¬ 
tron,  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Physicians,  Sur¬ 
geons,  and  twelve  Trustees,  together  with  the  Ho¬ 
norary  Secretary ;  that  five  be  competent  to  act ; 
and  that  the  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  Dispen¬ 
sary  the  first  Monday  in  every  month,  at  eleven 
o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  regulate  all  matters  re¬ 
lating  to  the  admission  and  discharge  of  Patients, 
enquire  into  the  conduct  of  the  Officers  and  Ser¬ 
vants,  examine  and  pass  accounts,  order  payments, 
execute  the  orders  of  the  General  Meetings,  and 
prepare  such  matters  as  are  proper  to  be  laid  before 
the  same. 

11.  That  the  Committee  shall  have  the  power  of 
electing  and  dismissing  the  Apothecary. 

12.  That  the  Committee,  or  any  five  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees,  have  a  power  to  summon  a  General  Meeting 
upon  any  special  occasion,  giving  not  less  than  se¬ 
ven  days’  notice,  by  handbills,  and  specifying  the 
business  to  be  transacted  at  such  meeting. 

13.  That  the  proceedings  of  every  General  and 
Committee  Meeting  be  fairly  registered  by  the 
Secretary,  and  signed  by  the  Chairman. 

14.  That  the  Secretary  give  notice,  in  writing,  to 
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the  members  of  the  monthly  Committee  on  the 
Monday  previous  to  their  day  of  meeting. 

15.  That  every  Candidate  for  the  office  of  Phy¬ 
sician  shall  be  required  to  produce  his  diploma.,  to  - 

gether  with  satisfactory  attestations  of  his  profes- 

/ 

sional  endowments,  of  having  undergone  the  usual 
exercises,  and  of  the  period  of  his  residence  at  the 
University  of  which  he  may  be  a  Graduate  :  and 
that  every  Candidate  for  the  office  of  Surgeon  shall 
produce  a  diploma,  certifying  his  being  a  Member 
of  one  of  the  Royal  Colleges  of  Surgeons  in  Lon¬ 
don,  Edinburgh,  or  Dublin,  unless  at  this  time  he 
has  been  in  actual  practice  more  than  twenty  years 
in  the  town  of  Bradford  :  and  that  all  Candidates 
be  required  to  produce  their  testimonials  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  day  of  election. 

16.  That  all  elections,  if  contested,  be  decided 
by  ballot ;  and  all  questions  by  a  majority  of  votes, 
which  shall  also  be  taken  by  ballot  if  required. 

17.  That  in  future  no  Trustee  shall  have  a  vote 
at  any  General  Meeting,  unless  the  Subscription 
shall  have  been  paid  at  least  four  months  previously 
to  the  holding  of  such  meeting. 

18.  That  Ladies,  who  are  Trustees,  be  allowed 
to  vote  by  proxy,  sending  written  directions  for  that 
purpose :  and  that  Gentlemen  resident  five  miles 
from  the  Piece-Hall  Gates,  have  the  same  privilege. 


19-  That  an  annual  Subscriber  of  one  Guinea 
have  a  power  of  having  on  the  books,  at  one  time, 
one  Patient ;  and  an  annual  Subscriber  of  half  a 
Guinea,  two  Patients  during  the  year ;  and  so  in 
proportion  for  any  larger  Subscription. 

20.  That  all  Benefactors  who  shall  give  Ten 
Guineas  at  one  time  to  this  Charity,  shall  have, 
during  life,  equal  power  of  recommending  Patients 
with  an  annual  Subscriber  of  one  Guinea,  and  so 
in  proportion  for  any  larger  sum. 

21.  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  Bradford, 
or  of  any  other  Township,  be  restricted  in  their  re¬ 
commendations  to  such  poor  people  as  receive  pay 
from  their  respective  Townships. 

22.  That  every  annual  Subscription  shall  com¬ 
mence  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  be  paid  in 
advance. 

23.  That  every  Subscriber  be  expected  to  con¬ 
tinue  his  Subscription  until  he  signify  the  contrary, 
in  writing ,  to  the  Secretary,  at  least  three  months 
before  the  end  of  the  year. 

24.  That  if  any  Subscriber  be  six  months  in  ar- 
rear,  a  monitory  letter  shall  be  sent  to  him  by  the 
Secretary,  according  to  the  usual  practice  of  similar 
Charities. 

25.  That  no  Subscriber’s  Recommendation  shall 
be  accepted  after  a  monitory  letter  has  been  sent  to 
him,  until  he  shall  have  paid  his  Subscription. 
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26.  That  the  only  proper  objects  of  this  Charity 
being  the  sick  indigent  Poor,  no  person  shall,  on 
any  account,  receive  relief  who  is  able  to  pay  for 
medicines,  and  all  Patients  on  applying  for  relief 
shall  be  provided  with  a  Recommendation  from  a 
Subscriber,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  when 
they  shall  be  prescribed  for,  and  receive  medicines 
and  surgical  aid,  in  the  first  instance,  on  application 
at  the  Dispensary,  but  even  in  such  cases  they 
must  immediately  afterwards  procure  regular  Re¬ 
commendations. 

27.  That  domestic  apprentices  and  servants  are 
not  considered  proper  objects  of  the  Dispensary. 

28.  That  every  proper  Object  who  shall  bring  a 
regular  Recommendation  to  the  Dispensary,  at  the 
hour  appointed,  be  furnished  with  medical  or  sur¬ 
gical  assistance,  and  that  such  person  be  denomina¬ 
ted  an  Out-Patient . 

-at 

29-  That  every  proper  Object  incapable  of  at¬ 
tending  personally  at  the  Dispensary,  who  shall 
send  a  regular  Recommendation  at  the  hour  ap¬ 
pointed,  be  visited  at  his  or  her  place  of  abode,  if 
within  the  districts,  and  that  such  person  be  de¬ 
nominated  a  Home- Patient. 

& 0.  That  the  Districts  for  Home-Patients  be 
limited  to  the  distance  of  One  Mile  from  the  Piece- 
Hall  Gates. 
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31.  That  the  time  for  Vaccination  by  the  Apothe¬ 
cary,  be  every  Monday  and  Thursday,  at  three 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  any  proper  object 
will  be  inoculated  gratuitously :  but  it  is  expected, 
as  a  security  for  re-appearance  on  that  day  week 
and  fortnight,  that  a  deposit  of  one  shilling  be 
made  by  each  person,  which  will  be  returned  on 
such  re-appearance. 

N.  B.  By  this  Regulation  it  is  intended  that  Bradford 
and  its  Vicinity  may  be  furnished  with  a  sufficient 
quantity  of  virus  to  perpetuate  Vaccination. 

32.  That  all  Recommendations  be  dated  and 
signed  by  the  Subscriber  from  whom  they  are  pro¬ 
cured  ;  and  that  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  re¬ 
ceiving  such  Recommendations,  be  at  liberty  to 
refuse  giving  their  assistance  to  any  Out-Patients, 
or  visiting  any  Home-Patients,  who,  they  may  have 
reason  to  think,  are  not  proper  objects  of  charity, 
stating  the  reason  of  such  refusal  to  the  Subscriber 
and  monthly  Committee. 

33.  That  all  Recommendations  be  sent  to  the 
Apothecary  at  the  Dispensary,  any  morning  (Sun¬ 
day  excepted)  by  nine  o’clock,  who  shall  deliver  or 
send  such  Recommendations  to  the  attending  Phy¬ 
sician  or  Surgeon  of  that  day,  under  whose  particu¬ 
lar  care  such  Patient  shall  afterwards  remain. 
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34  That  the  Physicians  shall  see  their  respec¬ 
tive  Out-Patients  at  the  Dispensary  twice,  and  the 
Surgeons  once,  in  a  week;  and  shall  visit  their 
Home- Patients  as  often  as  their  cases  may  respec¬ 
tively  require. 

35.  That  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  shall  at¬ 
tend  whenever  the  Apothecary  gives  them  notice 
of  any  cases  of  particular  emergency  ;  and  that  no 
capital  operation  shall  be  performed  except  under 
the  sanction  of  a  consultation  of  the  Medical  Offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Charity,  at  which  not  fewer  than  three 
shall  be  present ;  or  after  an  invitation,  or  notice, 
requesting  the  attendance  of  the  Medical  Officers 
of  the  Charity  shall  have  been  given  six  hours  pre¬ 
viously. 

36.  That  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  shall 
have  a  power  to  alter  Recommendations  of  Out  or 
Home-Patients,  and  to  fix  them  in  such  class  as 
they  may  think  most  proper  to  afford  the  best 
means  of  expediting  their  cure. 

37.  That  every  Patient  recommended  to  this 
Charity,  and  all  persons  sent  to  the  Dispensary  for 
medicines,  or  on  other  business,  shall  demean  them¬ 
selves  peaceably  and  respectfully  to  the  Medical 
Attendants,  and  on  no  account  commit  any  waste 
by  disposing  of  their  medicines  improperly. 

38.  That  the  Out-Patients  attend  regularly  at 
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the  Dispensary  at  the  times  appointed  by  the  Phy¬ 
sician  or  Surgeon,  under  whose  care  they  may  be 
placed. 

39.  That  all  Patients,  when  ordered,  shall  come 
to  the  Dispensary  to  receive  a  regular  discharge 
from  the  Apothecary. 

40.  That  any  Out-Patient  absenting  him  or  her¬ 
self  from  the  Dispensary  a  fortnight,  without  the 
permission  or  knowledge  of  the  Physician  or  Sur¬ 
geon  under  whose  care  such  individual  may  be, 
shall  be  discharged  for  non-attendance. 

41.  That  any  Patient  discharged  for  wilfully 
neglecting  to  attend  to  these  Rules,  or  being  guilty 
of  any  other  irregularity,  shall  not  again  partake  of 
the  benefits  arising  from  this  Charity,  unless  a  re¬ 
admission  be  recommended  by  the  Committee, 

42.  That  when  a  Patient  is  dismissed,  the  Sub¬ 
scriber,  who  recommended  such  Patient,  shall  be 
made  acquainted  with  the  circumstance,  by  a  letter 
from  the  Secretary. 

43.  That  a  Book  shall  be  kept  at  the  Dispensary 
by  the  Apothecary,  in  which  shall  be  entered  a  par¬ 
ticular  account  of  all  the  persons  admitted,  their 
names,  ages,  occupations,  places  of  abode,  dates  of 
admission  and  discharge,  nature  of  diseases,  and 
success  in  treating  them,  to  be  at  any  time  perused 
by  the  Committee  or  Trustees. 
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44.  That  the  Apothecary  be  the  Secretary  of  the 
Institution ;  attend  all  meetings  when  requested  by 
the  Committee ;  to  minute  down  and  register  the 
proceedings  ;  and  that  he  be  always  ready  to  pro¬ 
duce  the  books  fairly  written,  and  copies  of  all 
letters  and  orders  written  by  himself,  or  any  officers 
of  the  Charity. 

45.  That  the  whole  time  of  the  Apothecary  shall 
be  devoted  to  the  service  of  the  Dispensary,  and 
that  he  never  leave  the  house  without  writing  down, 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  where  he  is  gone. 

46.  That  he  be  required  to  lay  before  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  at  their  usual  meetings,  a  list  of  all  Drugs, 
which  are,  or  are  likely  to  be  wanted ;  and  that  he 
keep  a  regular  check  account  of  all  Drugs,  &c. 
ordered,  of  whom  they  were  ordered,  and  of  the 
price,  and  time  when  they  were  ordered. 

47.  That  all  Patients  be  expected  to  provide 
themselves  with  bottles  and  gallipots,  &c. 

48.  That  any  Minister  preaching  an  Annual 
Sermon,  and  making  a  collection  for  the  benefit  of 
this  Institution  to  the  amount  of  Two  Guineas, 
shall  have  the  same  privilege  of  voting,  and  of  re¬ 
commending  patients,  as  the  Subscribers  of  One 
Guinea,  and  so  on  in  proportion. 
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RULES  FOR  THE  MATRON. 


1.  That  the  Matron  carefully  superintend  the 
management  of  the  house,  and  see  that  it  is  con¬ 
ducted  with  the  greatest  possible  regularity,  cleanli¬ 
ness,  and  economy. 

2.  That  she  devote  her  whole  attention  to  the 
business  of  the  charity  ;  and  that  she  shall  not 
make  any  engagements  which  may  interfere  with  its 
interests. 

3.  That  she  shall  take  care  of  the  household 
goods  and  furniture,  and  be  ready  to  give  an  account 
thereof,  according  to  the  inventory,  when  required. 

4.  That  she  wait  upon  the  Apothecary,  and  cook 
for  him  ;  and  take  care  that  the  beds,  chambers, 
clothes,  linen,  and  all  other  things,  be  kept  clean. 

5.  That  she,  on  no  account,  suffer  any  liquors, 
or  provisions  to  be  brought  to  the  patients,  except 
such  as  the  Medical  Men  order  ;  and  that  she  treat 
the  patients  with  tenderness  and  good  nature. 

6.  That  she  pay  strict  and  unremitting  attention 
to  the  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  Charity,  and  as  far 
as  her  department  extends,  see  them  duly  executed
